The Westchester Temporary Home ts a 
home for incorrigible and indigent chil- 
dren of the county and now has about 
150 inmates. At present, according to the 
report of Dr. Weber, 25 inmates are suf- 
fering from diphtheria, and when, he 
ceased attending the institution as house 
doctor on March 26 last there were 2 
other children who had cultures in their 
throats. 

The statement of Dr. Weber and sev- 
eral Directors of the home says Mrs. Jor- 


dan, the Superintendent, believes in home- | 
opathic treatment, and for this reason he | 
asserts that she refused to give the chil- 


dren the antitoxin or to permit him to ad- 
minister it. She declared it was too strong 
a medicine for a child. Dr. Weber asserts 


that the first boy seized with diphtheria | 


was John Gladsby, colored, four years 
old, and that he was doctored by Mrs. 
Jordan, who gave him medicine, and he 
was sent back to the nursery. 

“Shortly after that,” said Dr. Weber, 


“the disease showed. There is no doubt 
that Mrs. Jordan looks after the children 
well and keeps the institution clean, 
she imagines that she knows more about 
medicine than a doctor does. 
missed as house physician because my 
views on treatment were not coincided in 
by the Superintendent, In a letter I sent 
to the Executive Committee after I had 
received a copy of a resolution dismissing 
me without giving me a chance to be heard, 
I said: ‘Are the health and lives of -he|

discuss the controversy in any form what- 
ever, and that it was simply up to the 
Executive Committee to speak for her. 


Dr. Weber says he was so taken back | 


by the unusual action of the Executive 
Committee in dismissing him without ask- 
ing any questions. that he sent a letter 


of protest to Richard M. Hoe, the Secre- | 


tary of the Board of Managers of the 
home, in which he said: 

On March 18 4iphtherla developed in three 
children in the home. On the occasion of my 
visit I instituted treatment at once, including 
isolation, Cultures were taken from the 
throats of affected children and sent to Dr. 
Smith of New York for examination, which re- 
sulted in a confirmation of my 
diphtherta. I then immediately administered 
anti-toxin to these children, On the followin 
day, March 16, other cases had developed, anc 
when I asked for more anti-toxin, Mrs, Jordan 
absolutely refused to give me any, insisting 
that they were simply cases of tonsilitis. 
several other occasions I was also refused 
anti-toxin when I had insisted that it be 
given. 

From the time of my first visit to the date of 
discontinuance of my services, twelve d@ays 
elapsed. During this time there developed 
twenty-five cases of positive character, while 
about the same number of other children had 
developed throat symptoms which under the 
circumstances of such an extensive epidemic 
I justly regarded as being suspicious, Critl- 
clam of my medicines and treatment was a 
common occurrence, In other cases my medi- 
eines were ordered discontinued and medicines 
more to the liking of the wise Superintendent 
were ordered instead She has frequently 
avowed that she did not believe in the efficacy 
of anti-toxin and that it is a dangerous medi- 
cine to give. Is it her privilege to disregard 
the physician's orders in any particular case 
and administer what medicine she in her 
ignorance considers proper? 


It was reported to-day that ft {s the tn- 
tention of the Managers of the home to 
close the institution soon unless the Board 
of Supervisors passes a resolution appro- 
priating $3.50 a week for the care of each 
child committed to the institution.

| BERMUDA WARS ON AUTOS. 


lIslanders Want the Government to 
Abolish the Only One There. 


The automobile is about to be legislated 
out of Bermuda. New Yorkers returning 
from there say that the sentiment against 
|motor vehicles is as Intense as in Prince 
Edward Island, where a bill is now be- 
fore the Legislature providing for the ex- 
'elusion of all automobiles. There is but 
one motor car in Befmuda, and the public 
disapprobation is centred upon that one 
| machine.

Following is the description of the pas- 
Sage of the Zust, Itallan car, in the 
New York to Paris race, through the 
desert between Ely and Goldfield and 
Death Valley, written by Antonio Scar- 
foglio, one of the crew, for The London 
Daily Mail, and published in that news- 
paper yesterday morning: 


“This ts no road that would bring one 
to happiness. The road to Goldfield ts 
very long and hard, and runs through 
{gh mountains and steep valleys. There 
is not a single house in the 800 miles 
dividing Ely from Goldfield; always the 
desert, extremely wide, shining with the 
white sand. 

“The solitude is not broken—not even 
by a flying bird, or by a lonely rabbit, 
but the road is fair, and is not hard on 
The road is quite 
level, and our car, the Zust, is running at 
a fast gait. 
and without enjoyment, as the air that 
1s coaxing our faces ig mild, but there is 
nothing to put one in good humor—not a 
tree, not a man, not a telegraph pole, 

“Also, the railroad, which has been our 
friend during this trip, has left us, and 
with it the high telegraph poles, which 
were marking the way for us, have dis- 
appeared, Now there is nothing but big 
Pyramids of stones. 
about 150 miles in this horrible land, but 


|nobody could tell us clearly the distance, | 
“What we know is that we are to-night | 


without any place to shelter ourselves, 
and the wind is just now blowing strongly 
and making the sand whirl. We start on 
| foot in the direction of a mountain, try- 
ing to find a shack, or a rock, or any- 
thing at all where we can pass the night. 
Not a single shack—not a rock! Not any 
kind of a hole at all! 

‘But we find a house, a very small and 
low house on the top of a rock, and with 
only one window, and there is a light ‘in 
it. We knock one, two, three times at 
the door and an old man, with a sweet 
face and long white beard, comes and 
opens the door. He is surprised to see us 
at such a late hour, and in such a place. 

The Lonely Miner. 


“Finally he is sure that we are not 
barbarian pirates, up there to insult him 


and to steal his property, and he lets us 


into the room where a kerosene lamp is 
lit and the walls are covered with paper 
{flowers. This room is full of books; also 
in a washstand there are books, and 
books up to the roof. On the bed there 
are also flowers. 

“The bed sheets are open as though to 
invite rest, and an immense number of 
unknown instruments are under a glass 


globe. On the table, open, there ts a book 
~—Tennyson's ‘Idylls of the King ’—and 
this is the book he was reading when we 
knocked at his door. This man is alone. 
He is a Frenchman, a gold miner, and he 
tells us all his life after a sup of wine. 

“We are sitting on the floor, on blan- 
kets that he has lent us to sleep on during 
the night. The light of the kerosene 
lamp falls across his beautiful face, which 
{is full of darkness, and gives him the 
appearance of a tragedy when he ig talk- 
ing. Here is his Hfe: 

“He was 10 years old when he left a 
happy place in his native country, and 
now he has lost both nis country and his 
happiness trying to realize his dream. 
He had friends and a small fortune which 
he lost to the winds of the sky. He had a 
father, a mother, a wife and children, but 
all have forgotten him. They went to 
another place looking for what he could 
fot give them. 

‘** Now he is alone fn the desert, and has 
lost all trying to rebuild what he has him- 
self destroyed. For thirty-seven years 
he has worn his fingers to the bone dig- 
ging in the sand trying to realize his 
shining dream, but in the thirty-seven 
years he has not proceeded one step, so 
that he could regain what he had lost, 
and he ts just as lonely now as the day 
he left his country with a pack on his 
shoulder, and took the main road, 


Searching for Gold. 


“ For thirty-seven years he has searched 
leverywheré, in Alaska, in the Transvaal, 
|in California, with his blood in a fever, 
‘trying always to find gold. Now he has 
been here three years, and is near a small 
mine which he has discovered, with his 
books, Homer, Plutarch, Schiller, Tenny- 
son, Shelley, and with his paper flowers— 
three years in which he has not seen any 
one at all, and has not spoken to any one 


except his old French poodle, and with his 
folly as his only companion. 

“Gold, gold, gold—will he ever find it? 
He does not know. He has always been 
dreaming of it, and with disillusion. He 
will dig in the earth until his strength is 
gone, and when death comes to his door 
he will lie down next to his mine and die. 

‘‘He spoke in this way for two hours 
and at 1 o'clock he was still talkin : 
kerosene is aeery all consumed, and his 
face shows that he is tired and all worn 
out. He called us this morning very early 
and put us on the road. A very mild wind 
is blowing now, and the air ig very fresh. 
Iie remained a long time watching us 
from the top of a rock, saluting us in the 
name of France, oh he calls “le vieux 
,pays,”’ and then he disappeared into his 
small house. 

‘““We were very lonesome and melan- 
icholy until we reached Goldfield, always 
|thinking of this poor man, The Zust is 
running beautifully on the hard road. We 
| stopped a very short time at Goldfield, as 
| we are trying to reach San Francisco as 
|goon as possible, where the first stage of 
;our journey will come to an end. Jot- 
withstanding the horrible things we have 
|heard from different people about the 
| horrible desert, Mojave and Death Valley, 


|we are to-day feeling very happy. 


Approaching Death Valley. 


| “Haaga is singing horrible German 
| songs, and the Zust is running without a 
‘rest in this dangerous road, Never a 
) country more lonesome—more wild—than 
is shown in front of our eyes, with an 
ocean of yellow sand, which has fallen 


from the mountains to the valley and 
then accumulated in little hills. 

“The sun striking the sand makes it 
turn into electric sparks. We are near the 
doors of Death Valley. We must inspect 
our tires, which we find in perfect condi- 
tion. This valley we must cross {is thirty- 
six miles long, and we get to it by de- 
seending a ve dangerous incline, and 
incline upon incline brings us to the bot- 

! tom which is many feet below sea level. 
| «We got into the valley at 2 o'clock 
P. MM, with the sun very strong and the 
wind full of waves of heat, and our faces 
are cut by small particles of sand, which 
are perforating our skin. 

“Step after step the Zust is advancing 
in the sand, in which the wheels sink up 
to the hubs, but are gradually ees 
against the obstacles, soft and hard. 

** We seem to be in a furnace. We find 
no water. Finally we have found a little 
place where there is something that we 
would not otherwise call water, but which

‘“‘Now the wind is blowing tremendous- 
ly, and the sand is whirling around us.

and have lunch, sitting on the ground and 
protected by the shade of the Zust auto- 
mobile, Finally the sun goes down, and 
with it our torment is decreasing.

was at first believed that Smith had been} 
murdered, but the Coroner and medical | 
examiner say the case is one of suicide. 
There was a bullet wound two inches 
behind the right ear. Identification was 
made by a gold hunting-case watch, and} 
by an identification card of the Fidelity 
and Casualty Company of New York City, 
The watch was engraved “ W, G. S.”" on 
the outside, and the name “ Walter G. 
Smith” on the dial. Inside the rear cover 
of the watch were engraved the words, 
“Best regards of comrades of Seventy- 
fourth Regiment, N. G. N. Y.” 
The body also bore a Dill 
$65 in bills, two $10 gold pieces, 
quarter-dollar. { 
The two fishermen who found the body | 
were L. P. Mosier and Norman Balton, | 
both of Barton, N. ¥.

J. Francis Brown, bankrupt stock broker 
of Boston, vs. John M. Shaw and Alex- 
ander Davidson, on the ground that they 
were not creditors. 

Brown was declared a bankrupt June 26, 
1903, and on the day previous turned over 
to Shaw and Davidson, both of New York, 
$45,583 in securities which they had de- 

osited with him in the course of theli 

usiness with him as clients, they pay- 
ing at the same time an indebtedness of 
$84,919 to Brown. 

When Richardson was appointed re- 
ceiver for Brown he began suit to secure 
the restoration of the securities on the 
ground that to turn tMBem back to the 
original Owners was an act of undue pref- 
erence as among creditors, 

The decision affirms the validity of the 
rule followed in New York that a cus- 
tomer buying stocks on margins is en- 
titled to redeem them by paying the dif- 


ference between his margin and the value 
of the stocks.

TRANSFER TAX LAW VALID. 


Supreme Court Holds That Enactment 
Was Regular and Legal. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—The case of 
Carolyn Foster Stickney, widow of 
Joseph Stickney of New York, vs.- the 
Controller of that State, involving the 
method of enacting the transfer iax 
law by the New York Legislature, was 


dismissed by the Supreme Court of the 
United States to-day because the court 


{found no Federal question in the casé, 


Mrs. Stickney attacked the law on the 
ground that the journals of the two 
Houses of the Legislature did not consti- 
tute sufficient evidenge that the requisite 
quorum of three-fifths of the members 
were present when the bill was passed. 
The decision had the practical effect of 
affirming the decision of the Surrogate’s 
Court for the County of New York, hold- 
ing the proceeding regular and valid. 


CUBAN QUARANTINE ORDERED. 


Havana District Not Included In Yel- 
low Fever Measure. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—The Marine 
Hospital and Public Health Service to-day 
issued an order establishing a quaran- 
tine beginning to-day against Cuba with 
the exception of the metropolitan district 
of Havana, which {nclides Havana, 
Marianao, and Camp Columbia, 

The action of the Marine Hospital and 
Public Health Service makes the Havana 
district a “clean city” so-far as yellow 
fever is concerned, but all of Cuba out- 
side of that district is quarantined 
against. 


$132,000 GIFTS TO COLUMBIA. 


$100,000 Memorial Fund from Children 
of Orlando Harriman Included. 


Gifts amounting to $182,600 were an- 
nounced at a meeting of the Trustees of 
Columbia University held yesterday. The 
largest amount, that of $100,000, comes 
from the children of the late Rev. Or- 
lando Harriman as a memorial of their 
father. The principal of this fund ts to 
be designated as the Orlando Harriman 
Fund, and its annual income will be ap- 
plied to the support of the chair in tho 
department of English, at present held by 
Prof. George Rice Carpenter, 

Thirty thouwand dollars comes from an 
anonymous donor to be used under the 
direction of the President in meeting the 
needs of the university. Clarence H. 
Mackay gives $2,500 toward the special 
maintenance fund of the university for 
the current year. One hundred dollars is 
donated by James Speyer and Prof, John 


Dyneley Prince to pay Columbia’s annual | 


subscription toward the support of the 
American School of Archaeology in Pal- 
estine. 

Upon nomination of the Prussian Minis- 
ry of Education, Dr. Max Verworn 
Director of the Physiological Institute of 
the University of Gottingen, was appoint- 
ed by the Trustees to be Kaiser Wilhelm 
Professor for the year 1908-1909. He will 
offer advanced instructions both to stu- 
dents in the medical school and those un- 
der the Faculty of Pure Science.

Clad in White, They March In the Rain 
to an Antl-Japanese Meeting. 


CANTON, April 6.—Over 1,000 Chinese 
women, wearing white as an emblem of 
mourning, attended a mass meeting here 
to-day, the purpose of which was to give 
support to the boycott against the Japa- 
nese, arising out of the trouble between 


China and Japan on the subject of the 
steamship Tatsu Maru.

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LISBON: MOB FOUGHT 
TROOPS THREE HOURS 


Censored Reports, However, Put 
the Dead at Only Seven 


and Wounded at 100. 


CHURCH SCENE OF BATTLE 


Soldiers Poured Volley After Volley 
Into Densely Packed Mob—Were 
Statloned on Church Balcony. 


LISBON, April 6—No officta] announce- 
ment of the number of killed and wound- 
ed in yesterday’s election riots has been 
issued, and no unofficial nor press esti- 
mates ag to the extent of the casualties 


are allowed to go out of the country by 
telegraph. 

It is, however, permitted to make the 
statement that seven persons were shot 
to death by the soldiers and that 100 are 
wounded, r 

The rioting was widespread, and such 
was the confusion arising In one instance 


in which a violent conflict had arisen be- 
tween the populace and the municipal 
guard, that the guardsmen, mistaking 
infantrymen for members of the mob, 
fired a volley into their ranks, seriously 
wounding three of the soldiers, 


The night was one of terror for Lisbon, 
which seemed suddenly aflame with 


seething revolt. Bands of men ran wild- 
ly through the streets, bradishing weap- 
one, while the sharp crack of rifles was 
heard in various sections of the city. 
Thousands of the most peaceable citizens 
fled to their homes just as they did on 
the night after the assassination of King 
Cerlos and the Crown Prince, 

The principal rioting was the result of a 
dispute that arose between the Republic- 
ans and the Monarchists regarding the 
counting of votes. The Republicans who 
had been fearing fraud at the several Lis- 
bon polling places, made a determined 
stand for their rights at St. Dominique’s 
Church, Which is located in the centre of 
the city, a district that is practically the 
stronghold of Republicanism. Both the 
Republicans and Monarchists kept sharp 
watch throughout the day. As the voters 
were following the ancient custom of 
voting in the churches, they filed steadily 
but slowly, into historio St. Dominique’s 
and deposited thety ballots in the official 
voting boxes. 

When the polls closed, the Monarchist 
election officers declared that it was too 
late to count the votes and proposed to 
keep the lists in the Church and count 
them the next day. The Republican tel- 


lers refused to assent to this, insisting 
upon an immediate count to be followed 
by the sealing of the boxes. 

The differences between the officials 
spread to the crowds that filled the 
church, and in a moment blows were 
struck and then a general fight followed. 
Suddenly the Municipal Guard arrived, 
and cleared tho edifice of the struggling 
combatants at the point of the bayonet. 

In the meantime the crowd outside of 
the church had been greatly augmented, 
and the guardmen’s appearance at the 
doors after they had forced the people 
into the streets was the signal for a 
shower of stOnes, under which they were 
forced to retreat to the interlor of the 
edifice. 

As they retired they fired a vofley from 
their rifles, bringing down several of the 
rioters. The mob steadily increased, and 
shouts and imprecations and cries of anger 
were heard on every side. 

The guardsmen fired 
through the doorways, but the volleys 
were feeble and ineffectual, Eventually 
the commanding officer placed a detail 
on the balcony over the main portal, and 
from this point of vantage the guardsmen 
fired repeatedly into the surging popu- 
lace, wounding a large number. 

Still the mob did not give way, but only 
attacked the church the more turlously 
in an attempt to reach the guard. Several 
of the guardsmen were wounded, but they 
were replaced on the balcony by others, 
and for three hours the fight continued, 

Then three companies of infantry and 
@ troop of cavalry with one battery ap- 
peared, driving all before them, 

By this time night had fallen, and there 
ensued in the darkness a desperate and 
uncertain hand-to-hand encounter between 
the soldiers and the rioters. The latter 
now numbered thousands, They wrenched 
paving stones from the streets and rushed 

}into near-by houses, where they snatched 
all sorts of missiles, which they hurled 
at the troops. Some of the rioters were 
armed with revolvers, which they 4id not 
hesitate to use in the attack, 

Just ag the soldiers reached the square 
fronting the church, the guard on the bal- 
cony fired a volley directly into the 
ranks of the infantrymen, and three of 
the latter fell, mortally wounded. Ih the 
confusion and darkness the guardsmen 
had mistaken them for a band of rioters, 

Before the superior forces of charging 
infantry and cavalry, the crowd slowly 
fell back. Eventually the mobs in the 


streets were dispersed, but many of'the 
wounded were unable to seek a place of 
shelter. 

Six persons were found to have been 
slain, and the wounded were strewn every- 
where. The soldiers picked up some fifty 
of the latter and conveyed them to hos« 
pitals, Among these were several chil- 
dren, who had been trampled under the 
hoofs of the horses, Ma others, less 
seriously injured, were able to reach 
their homes. ' 

Another serious collision occurred at 

icantara as the result of a Republican 
voter challenging a Monarchis The 
crowd rushed for the ballot box and a 
fierce struggle ensued both inside and 
outside the church. Guardsmen, who 
were stationed there, cleared the church 
with clubbed rifles, but outside they were 
greeted with yells of derision and an 
avalanche of stones. The guardsmen 
thereupon opened fire, killing one person 
and wounding many. 

Smaller manifestations occurred in other 
sections of the city. 

Lisbon remains practically an armed 
camp. Large numbers have been arrested, 
The people are now in a state of feverish 
unrest, and it is feared that there may 
be a recurrence of the bloodshed.

NAMES CODY AND FARNUM 


Answer to Katherine Clemmons’s Suit 
for Separation Is Filed 
In Court. 


Howard Gould's answer to the applica- 
tion of his wife, Katherine Clemmons 
Gould, for a separation for alleged aban- 
donment, cruelty, and non-support, was 
filed in the Supreme Court yesterday. It 
covers twenty-eight typewritten pages, 
sets forth many alleged shortcomings of 
Mrs, Gould, among them intoxication and 
misbehavior at various times and places, 
and names William F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) 
as one whose relations with Mrs. Gould 
were illegal, and also Dustin Farnum, the 
actor, 48.4 person with whom Mrs. Gould 
was infatuated, and who, according to the 
affidavit, met Mrs. Gould in many cities. 

Just before Mr. Gould’s answer was 
made public Clarence J. Shearn, counsel 
for Mrs, Gould, appeared before Justice 
Dowling and asked the court to direct 
that the issues in Mrs. Gould’s suit be 
framed for a trial by jury. 

Archibald R. Watson of the firm of 
Nicoll, Anable & Lindsay, counsel for Mr. 
Gould, opposed the motion and said that 
the evidence would be of a most conflict- 
ing character, and that as the statutory 
cause for divorce would not be the prin- 
cipal one to be determined the case should 
be tried before a Justice of the court, and 
not before a jury. Justice Dowling re- 
served decision, 

In his answer Mr. Gould says that he 
married Katherine Clemmons in October, 
3898, and alleges that the marriage was 
induced by fraud and the false represen- 
tations of Mrs. Gould. The affidavit adds 
that since July, 1906, Mr. Gould has re- 
fused to live with Mrs. Gould, He de- 
clares that prior to their marriage Mrs. 
Gould represented to him that she was a 
person of good character and repute, and 
that she took particular pains to con- 
vince him that her relations with William 
F. Cody were exclusively of a business 
nature, 

After referring at length to the alleged 
relations of Mrs. Gould and Col. Cody, 
the answer sets forth numerous alleged 
acts of Mrs. Gould which, he says, were 
of such a character as to embarrass, 
humiliate, and insult him in the presence 
of his and Mrs, Gould’s friends. The 
scenes of these various actions vary all 
the way from the St. Regis in New York 
to the Mediterranean and the Winter 
hotels of Florida. 

“Since the Autumn of the year 1902,” 
the answer reads, “the plaintiff has in- 
dulged in the excessive use of stimulants 
and intoxicants, whereby 
was rendered quarrelsome, violent, abu-

| methods for cultivation of the bacteria, 
and he has made possible the modern de- 
'velopment of bacteriology.” 

Honored by the Kaiser, 


Although Dr. Koch's greatest claim to 
‘fame was his discovery of the tubercu- 
{losis bacilli, that is really a small part of 
the work which in recent years has made 
| his name a familiar one to medical men 
throughout the world. He was until re- 
cently director of the Institute for In- 
ifectious Diseases at Berlin, This institu- 
tion was built for Dr. Koch by the Ger- 
man Government. Hig work as head of 

the Cholera Commission, which in 1882 
was sent to India and Egypt, also brought 
him fame, 

During his experiments with the cholera 
patients Dr. Koch discovered the cholera 
spirillum, or comma baetilus, which is re- 
garded as a positive test for Asiatic chol- 
era. The German Government appropriat- 
ed 100,000 marks, or $25,000, for Dr, Koch, 
in recognition this service. It was 
just after this that he was appointed 
professor of the University of Berlin and 
director of the newly established Hygienlo 
Institute of Berlin, and also a director of 
lthe Prussian Board of Health. 

In 1890 Dr. Koch announced the discov- 
ery of a substance called tuberoulin, 
which he thought would c the growth 
of the tubercle bacillus to cease. Subse- 
quent experiments, however, failed to ene 
tirely confirm his belief, so far as the 
treatment of human beings went. 

Many times during his career Dr, Koch 
has exposed his life to danger while 
experimenting, for among the diseases 
that he hag studied and experimented 
with have. been cholera, rinderpest, the 
'eattle plague, bubonic plague, tubercu- 
losis, and the sleeping all of 
which are contagious. 

His Work in Africa. 

During his recent investigations in South 
Africa Dr. Koch was under commission by 
the German Government to find, if possi- 
ble, the cause the sleeping sickness, 
which proves so fatal in many parts of 
Africa, and also to investigate several in- 
fectious animals Koch 
took with him a staff of expert chemists

Miss 
Julia Isola, 22 years old, who lived with 
her parents on the top floor, jumped | 
from the window when her clothes and 
hair were afire and died later in the 
Hudson Street Hospital. 

The building was one of the old-fash- 

‘foned tenements, long out of date in 
every particular. The stairs were of wood 
and narrow, and the fire escapes old- 
fashioned, with loose fron ladders stretch- 
ing from floor to floor in the rear. Many 
of the ladders were missing, and the lUttle 
fron porches were used more for pots of 
flowers and boxes for storing food and 
milk than as a means of escape in time of 
peril. 
‘ Under the butcher’s shop on the street 
floor was a big basement, the front of 
which was used for storing fuel for the 
six families living in the place. The back 
Was a stable occupied by the horses of 
gmail merchants and peddlers in the 
neighborhood. 

Starting in the basement about 2 o'clock, 
the fire spread rapidly, and the fifteen 
horses near it began their whinnies for 
help. One of the stablemen sent in an 
alarm. 

The fire seized upon the olf ramshackle 


* svooden stairway in the narrow hall and 


Ddegan eating it up. It ate to right and 
left at each landing, and as the families 
@wakened many of them found that es- 
wape by the rear fire escape was out of 
the question. They fled to the front 
rooms, and the firemen, quick in arriving, 
took them down on the ladders. 

The Isola family consisted of the father, 
Wulla, who perished; her brother, Ru- 
dolph, and two sisters, Ida and Lizzie. 
They were the last to be aroused, and the 
fire was already blazing on the top land- 
ing. Rudolph opened the door to the hall 
ana the flames burst in upon them, set- 
ting fire to the boy’s hair. The father 
slammed the door and smothered the blasz- 
fing hair of his son with a coat. 

Making their way to the back fire es- 
ape, the Isolas got out on it, but the 
Ciames were pouring from the window just 
beneath, and their feet began to blister. 
Forced back into the smoke-filled room, 
they made their way to the front window. 
The father and son lowered themselves in 
an attempt to make a chain to the window 
below and thus save the three girls. The 
firemen were then sending up one of the 
longer ladders and shouted for the Isolas 
to stand their ground for a moment 


. longer. But Julia’s dress had caught fire, 


and, panic-stricken, she leaped from the 
window and fell, flaming, to the street. 
{ho firemen were just in time to save the 
thers of the family. 

On the same floor with the Isolas lived 


the family of Thomas Conway, father, 
mother, and seven children. One of the 
children, Michael, a strapping young man, 
had just been appointed a fireman and 
was in the crew of Truck 1, which was 
the first to come clattering into Pearl 
Street. 

The mother of Michael, with her hus- 
fand and children clamoring about her 
skirts, found herself cut off from the 
rear. She went to the front window and 
screamed for help. There was her boy 
peew hustling on the job of getting upa 


** Mike!’ called the mother, “ Save us! ” 

The ladder was sent up ike a rocke 
and it had hardly touched the hot sill o 
the window when Mike scurried up. His 
big arms got his mother around the waist 
and down he slid with her to safety as a 
half dozen of his comrades climbed up for 
the rest of the family, all of whom es- 
pee without moeey 

aniel Hanlon and his wife Iived on the 
third floor. ser. got to the old fire es- 
cape and stood there until, with a shriek, 
Mrs. Hanlon made a flying leap for tho 
roof of an extension running from the 
rear of the second floor. She landed 
heavily and fractured a thigh. 

The Morgan family on the third floor 
had the fright of their lives. They got 
out by the rear, but in the excitement 
they forgot five-year-old Charlie. The 
lamentations of the mother and brothers 
and sisters of Charlie sounded high above 
the pumping of tho engines, the hoarse 
orders of the Battalion Chief and the 
Captains and the crash of falling timbers. 

John Woods of Mike Conway’s coOm- 
peony, Truck 1, went to the rescue. The 
forgan flat was in flames and the bed 
clothes were burning where Charlie = 
in the deep drowse of a child. Woods 
got him out safely. 

The firemen, with the families out of 
the building, turned in to save the fright- 
ened horses. They got thirteen of the 
fifteen out from their trap in the base- 
ment. Two were suffocated and died in 
their stalls. 

While working to save the horses Lieut. 
McConnell and seven men of Engine Com- 

any 7 wera overcome by escaping gas 
hat ffded the basement an@ stable. They 
were dragged out by their comrades, 

Pretty nearly every one in the tenement 
had a cut or bruise or burn of some sort. 
They were all treated by ambulance sur- 
eons and then friends in the nelghbor- 
ood took them in for the day. 


BRIDGE WHIST OR CHURCH? 


The Rev. Dr. Houghton Says Game 
Must Not Conflict with Religious Duty. 


When the time came for the Rev. Dr. G, 
C. Houghton, rector of the Little Church 
Around the Corner, to give out the notices 
for the week on Sunday evening last, he 
sald:

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CROOKED BANKS HIT 
BY PROPOSED LAW 


Senator Page’s New Bill Seeks 
to Protect Immigrants from 
East Side Frauds. 


CALLS FOR A COMMISSION 


And an Appropriation of $10,000 to 
Make a Complete Investigation of 
Immigration to New York. 


The movement to protect !mmigrants 
against crooked private bankers, which 
has been pushed by a special committee of 
the National Civic Federation, has result- 
ed in the introduction of a new Dill at 
Albany, calling for the appointment of a 
commission to make a general investiga- 
tion of the subject of immigration and ap- 
propriating $10,000 for the work. It is 
understood that the measure, which was 
introduced by Senator Page, has the sup- 
port of Gov. Hughes. 

This Page bill is advocated as a partial 
substitute for the Merritt bill—a proposi- 


tion to create a State department of im- | 


migration and to bring all the business 
activities connected with the handling of 


immigrants and emigrants under an ade- |} 


quite supervision, Objection was made 
from many sources to the Merritt bill, 
and the State Banking Department de- 
clined to accept the further proposal of 
the Civic Federation committee to bring 
private banking business under State su- 
pervision, on the ground both of practica- 
bility and of constitutionality. 

Nort did the State Banking Department, 
even with the addition of a special super- 
visory staff, want to undertake the en- 
forcement of the two laws passed last 
year, providing, first, for the filing of 
a fifteen-thousand-dollar bond by any one 
who proposed to sell foreign steamship 
tickets or transmit money abroad, and, 
second, that it should be a misdemeanor 
to sell any tickets not properly indorsed. 

These bills did not touch the matter of 
deposits, and to the obtaining of protec- 
tion along this line the Civic Federation 
committee directed its attention. It was 


first thought that last year’s bills could | 


be extended so as to cover deposits, but 
this plan had to be abandoned, for the 
reasons stated. The bill for a commis- 


sion to investigate immigration is the 


alternative. 

Yesterday's meeting of the committes, of 
which Marcus M. Marks is Chairman, was 
attended, among others, 
Francolini, President of the Italian Sav- 
ings Bank, who spoke from personal ob- 
servation of the sufferings of ignorant 
immigrants at the hands of orooked east 
side bankers, 

Mr. Francolini brought with him a du- 
plicate of a deposit slip issued by one of 
these bankers, using the words “* Bank for 
Savings,’’ which no person or corporation 
accepting, deposits may use without per- 
mission from the State Banking Depart- 
ment and without submitting to its juris- 
diction. He said that the banker issuing 
the slip had been using the forbidden title 
for some time and with impunity, because 
there was no one charged with the duty 
of enforcing the law against this particu- 
lar class of offenders. He was heartily 
in favor of the Page bill providing for the

They do not say this publicly, but their 
opinions have weight, and that is why 
many of the women do not sanction the 
move. Voicing the objecting members, 
Mrs. Richard H, Stearns said yesterday: 

“Our club now {s a house divided 
against itself. This idea of taking expen- 
sive headquarters is going to change the 
nature of it altogether, and I for one am 
unalterably opposed to it. I am quite sat- 
isfied with the club as it Is. 

“We shall have to pay $25,000 a year, 
and to do that we shall have to increase 
our membership to 1,000, and we have| 
only 175 now. I think it will be a very 
difficult thing to get together 1,000 de- | 
sirable women, with a strong emphasis | 
on the desirable. We certainly shall not | 
be a happy famlly. 

“No, my husband was not opposed to 
it. I don’t know about other women's 
husbands; one is all I can Jook after, but 


Mr. Stearns thinks I know better about 
the clubs and leaves all those things to 
me.” 

Mrs. Dore Lyon, Eclectic’s President, is 
not disturbed by the disagreement in the 
club. 

“Yes,” she said, “‘some of the hus-| 
bands have objected to it. I think they 
thought it was too large a financial prob- 
lem for women to try to raise $25,000 a 
year. Then, some of the members like 
Eclectic as it is, and do not like the idea 
of change, but their objections are what 
you may call pleasant ones, only because 
of their affection for the club. This new 
arrangement they will find more satis- 
factory. 

“Oh, yes; we have fully decided to do 
it; have voted upon it in the club, and will 
go into possession in the Fall.

If the Plan Is Not Accepted, President 
* Westinghouse Says, the Com- 
pany Will Be Sold Out. 


A new plan for terminating the recelv- 
ership of the Westinghouse Electric and 
Manufacturing 


Committee of Merchandise Creditors and 
approved by the Directors, which does 
away with the issue of mortgage bonds 
and reduces the amount of assenting 
stock to which stockholders must sub- 
scribe from $7,000,000 to $6,000,000. 

Under the new plan $10,000,000 of stock 
will be issued, but of this amount $4,000,- 
000 will be taken care of by the merchan- 
dise creditors. The original Reorganization 
Committee, of which James N. Jarvie Is 
Chairman, has approved the plan, and in 
the confident belief that subscriptions to 
the entire $10,000,000 of new stock at par 
will be forthcoming by June 1, the Jarvie 
committee has extended the time for de- 
pesiting obligations and claims to May 15, 

President George Westinghouse said yes- 
terday that it was of the utmost impor- 
tance to the company’s stockholders to 
come in under the new plan. 

“‘If the stockholders do not take this 
stock,” he said, ‘‘there is little doubt 
that the company will be sold out by 
the creditors, and in that case the stock- 
holders will have to put up more money 
to participate in the new securities than 
is represented In the new stock subscrip- 
tions.”’ 

In order to facilitate the work of obtain- 
ing subscriptions, a Stockholders’ Com- 
mittee has been formed, to co-operate with 
the other committees. The composition of 
the Stockholders’ Committee its as follows: 
Charles Francis Adams, Boston; Charles 
J. Canda, New York; Alvin W. Krech, 
New York; George W. Guthrie, Mayor 
of Pittsburg, and George T. Oliver, Pitts- 
burs. 

The Merchandise Creditors’ Committee, 
which formulated the new plan, repre- 
sents more than one-half of the total of 
$4,250,000 owing this class of creditors. 
These creditors signified their willingness 
to take assenting stock to the extent of 
$4,000,000 under the proviso that there 
would be no issue of mortgage bonds. 
The new plan leaves the convertjble bonds 
and the collateral notes undisturbed. The 
subscriptions to be taken to $6,000,000 of 
the new stock by the stockholders are to 
extend over a period of ten months. The 
first installment is to be payable 25 per 
ccnt. June 1, 20 per cent. each on Aug. 1, 
Nov. 1, and Jan. 1, and the final 15 per 
cent. on April 1, 1909. 

“The $6,000,000 of new cash capital,”’ 
says a circular sent yesterday to stock- 
holders, ‘‘ together with the cash accounts 
and bills receivable of $12,832,728.56, and 
the working assets of $14,601,670.64, (con- 
sisting of the regular inventory of raw 
materials and supplies, materials finished 
and in process,) as shown by the auditor's 
statement of Feb. 20, 1908, should c 
tainly give the company ample working 
capital for handling a large business to 
the best advantage.” 

The circular continues: 

» “A careful estimate shows that under 
reasonably favorable conditions the com- 
pany should, during the next five years, 
earn sufficient to pay ail its fixed charges 
7 per_cent. per annum on the preferrec 
stock, 6 per cent. per annum on its entire 
issue of assenting stock, (amounting to 
about $34,000,000 when this plan is effec- 
tive,) and create an annual surplus of at 
least $1,000,000. From figures submitted 
by the accountants this estimate would 
seem to be conservative.”’ 

Both the Merchandise Creditors’ Com- 
mittee and the Readjustment Committee 
are to be represented on the Directorate 
of the company under the new plan.

‘FOR LIMITED PASTORATES 


| Protest Against Eliminating the Name 
of Christ from Hymns in the 
Schools—For a Negro Bishop. 


At yesterday’s session of the New York 
| Methodist Conference at St. James's 
;Church, Madison Avenue and 126th Street, 
| fecommendations were made to the Gen- 
;@ral Conference of the Church, which 
| takes place in Baltimore next month, for 
| Several radical changes in the policy of 
jthe Church, among them being the pas- 
| sage of resolutions calling for the repeal 
of the “anti-amusement” clause of the 

Book of Discipline and advocating the ap- 
| pointment of a negro Bishop and a return 
| to the ancient system of itinerant preach- 
; ers by having a time limit fixed on the 
j length of pastorates. 
| The last proposition was hotly debated 
it passed, and was opposed by 
|Chancellor Day and all the prominent 

Methodist ministers of this city. Among 

other interesting subjects brought up were 

| protests against striking out the name 
of Jesus Christ from the famillar school 
|} hymns, and an indictment of “ sensa- 
| tional and vulgar” Sunday newspapers, 

Late in the afternoon the business ses 
sion was interrupted to allow the Rew 
Dr. A. E. Barnett of the Tremont Meth- 
odist Church to deliver the Conference 
|sermon, and he added to the excitement 
‘of the day by declaring that ‘ Socialism 
is an indictment of the Christian religion 
|and the challenge of the laboring man to 
| the Church.” 

Secular Hymns in the Schools, 


The Rev. Dr. Thomas Bond of the Thit- 
|ty-fifth Street Church, in presenting the 
resolution protesting against the elimina- 
ition of the name of Jesus Christ from 
| public school exercises, said: 

“A persistent attempt is being meade te 
| blot out every reference to the Lord Jesus 
Christ in our public schools. Directly and 
indirectly the impression has gone abroad 
that anything of a Christian secular char~ 
lacter shall be stricken out of the schools 
and the hymns sung there. They have 
| changed the hymn ‘Holy! Holy! Holy! 
|Lord God Almighty!’ to ‘ Holy! Holy! 
Holy! Gracious Adorable Divinity!” In 
the hymn ‘ Come Thou All Gracious Lord’ 
all reference to Jesus Christ is stricken 
out. The name of Jesus has also been 
left out in editing the hymn * Now the 
| Day Is Over’ and ‘ Father’ substituted. 
|* Jesus, Tender Shepherd, Hear Us,’ has 
| been changed to ‘Father, Tender Shep- 


herd, Hear Us.’ 

“These are only a few examples, and

Politics and Business. 


“Politics is playing a material part in 
the development of sentiment at the pres- 
ent moment,” said a broker yesterday, 
“and it surprises me to note what influ- 
ence the political possibilities of the pres- 
ent year have on the minds of business 
men and bankers. Let me illustrate just 
exactly what I mean. I have been inter- 
ested in a big deal, the financing of which 
will involve many millions of dollars, but 
there is no question whatever about the 
security or the ultimate profit.

$4,000,000 MORE 
FOR NEW SCHOOLS 


Metz Gives Promise to Help Get 


the Money, Most of Which 
Will Benefit Brooklyn. 


SCHOOL BOARD SURPRISED 


Fund WIIl Be Used for 15 Schools In 
Brooklyn, Three In Queens, 
and Two In Manhattan. 


The Committee on Bulldings of the 
Board of Education at its meeting yea- 
terday made preparations for expending 
$4,000,000 at once in the erection of fire- 
proof elementary school buildings, Twen- 
ty schools were provided for in the tenta- 
tive plan adopted, thus distributed: Fif- 
teen in Brooklyn, three in Queens, ang 
two in Manhattan. 

It was not until the members of the 
committee were tn session that they knew 
such a thing was possible. They had 
assembled for the transaction of routine 
business, and there was a buzz of excite- 
ment when Chairman Schaedle showed 
the members a letter from Controller 
Metz, stating that he would recommend 
to the Board of Estimate the granting of 
$4,000,000, available at once, for the erec- 
tion of school buildings, and asking for a 
schedule of buildings needed and the pro- 
posed locations. 

Supt. Maxwell, Supt. Snyder, and Chair- 
man Schaedle had known since Friday 
what was coming, and Supt. Snyder had 
been busy since that time preparing a 
tentative list of localities where new 
buildings were most needed. 

The committee, after a discussion last- 
ing more than three hours, adopted the 
report of Supt. Snyder, selected the sites 
of the new buildings, and, in some in- 
stances, the designs for them. None of 
this money will be used for repairing pres- 
ent buildings, and in no instance will old 
buildings be razed and new ones erected 
on their sites, 

When the fifteen apportioned to Brook- 
lyn have been erected, it was pointed out 
at the meeting, nearly as many more 
could well be used. It is true that several 
annexes to present schools will be erected. 
The total cost of these will be $2,250,000. 

“Every new building will be fireproof 
and thoroughly modern in every particu- 
lar,” declared Chairman Schaedle after 
the meeting. 

Manhattan gete but two of the new 
buildings, because much of the larger sum 
allotted to the erection of school buildings 
last year was expended tn this borough. 

Including this lump sum of $4,000,000, 
as already assured, the Building Commit- 
tee has received from the Board of Estl-} 
mate within the last few weeks $7,600,000, 
thus apportioned:

ESCAPES FROM SING SING. | 


Joseph La Sala Makes Good Hig Boast 
That Prison Couldn't Hold Him. 


Special to The New York Times. 

OSSINING, N, Y., April 6—Joseph La 
Sala, serving a sentence of eleven years 
for highway robbery, has escaped from 
Sing Sing, and to-night Warden Frost's 
deputics are searching the prison inside 
and outside to get some trace of him. La 
Sala, who was known as Convict No. 
13,882, was not an unruly prisoner, but he 
was known to have boasted that the 
gioen wag not ptte ng enough to hold him. 

Me away, it is supposed, some time 
Sunday, but his disappearance wags not 
discovered until this morning. Warden 
Frost refuses to discuss the escape. 

wae the men went to chapel Sunday 
morni ng La Sala was with them. Whether 
he went back to his cell in Tier 13 is not 
known. The supposition §en*hy is that 
he made his escape from the pee on the 
return trip and hid most of 
awaiting the time to make his “ g@ 
away.” It is believed also that his cell- 
mate answered the guard when he called 
La Bala's name on his last round Sun- 
day night. The cellmate, however, main- 
taing that La la was in “= cell when

he e t was discovere his morning 
that La Sala had escaped, the big whistle 
which is usually blown to natity = town 
that a prisoner has epenped not 
sounded. When La Sala {led to to join 
the line-up for breakfast word was pagsed 
and the guards hastened to take up the 
search. A diligent search within the 
prison fafled to find him, 

That La Sala got beyond the limits of 
the prison is certain. ot only that, but 
he went away attired in a suit of one 
of the civilian instructors In the wagon 
shop, leaving his convict sult behind. 

There is a weak point at the northeast 
corner of the north wall near a guard- 
house. The wall has been scaled there by 
a prisoner before. He crossed the yard, 
climbed up the wall with the aid of a 
board, and got away. His footprints were 
found in the wet earth inside the wall 
and again outside, 

He had most peculiar feet. His toes 
Pointed in and his heels out. 

La Sala, a Frenchman, was arrested on 
Oct. 81 In New York by deteotives of the 
West 125th Street Police Station. He 
was convicted of highway robbery and 
sentenced to Sing Sing for not less than 
eleven years nor more than fourteen 
xe ears. in 1905 he served fifty days in the 

assau County Jail. 

He is twenty-four years old, feet 7 
inches in height, welahe 170 de has a 
dark complexion, dark brown hair, and a 
deep scar on the top of his head. 


OPERATORS DISSATISFIED.

Against the Western Union.

Belvedere Brooks, Hastern Superintend- 
ent of the Western Union, said that all 
he knew of the strike talk in Chicago 
was what he had readin the newspapers, 
He was not worrying over it; Relther 
were the other officers. 

‘It is not true that the Western Union 
has made a general reduction of wages 
here or throughout the country,” he said. 
“We have been readjusting the wages 
in accordance with the conditions of! 
trade, as we always do at intervals.”
